On the Farm 


If we start a calf out right in the 
first year of its life, it will ever bea 
profitable animal; but if we do not 
give him a fair, good start he will 
at best, be a worthless scrub, con- 


suming much more feed than he will | 


ever pay for, writes Mr. Edward 
C. Glitzke. 

It is much more profitable for the 
farmer to put flesh on a young calf 
than it is to half-feed him when he 
is young and expect to have him 
make all the gain when he is fitted 
for the market. 

Nature never intended the calf to 
be raised by hand, and we must un- 
derstand the calf’s physical makeup 
quite well if we wish to succeed by 
hand feeding. 

The calf is not made to consume 
coarse feed when it is young—in 
fact, it takes several weeks to got 
acquainted with grain. The only 
nourishment that a young calf takes 
is milk, and if this does: not con- 
tain the necessary food elements 
the calf will suffer. 

Where the calf is hand fed it is 
only natural to suppose that it re- 
ceives skimmed milk, because the 
cream is the one object for which 
the cow is milked. 

Now, in taking away the cream, 
we are taking away a very import- 
ant food element—fat. But one 
need not hesitate to take this fat 
if it be supplied in another and 
cheaper form. 

For a very young calf the osly 


:| desirable substitu ‘e is linseed meal. 


Thies should be boiled, or rather, 
only scalded, in hot water and mix- 


Ved with the milk as a kind of gruel 
“| for the calf. 


Tt should be fed in euch quanti- 
ties as the size of the calf may re- 
quire. Be sure you get the old 

rocess ground oil-cake. This dif- 
ers from the new process in the 
fact that in the former the oil is 
pressed from the seed by hydrau- 
lic pressure, and, of course, & 
great amount of the oil remains in 
the meal. 

The new process is a product that 
is left after crushing the seed and 
washing the oil out by a chemical 
known as naphtha. This is practi- 
cally of very little value as feed 
and should be avoided. 

Where any number of calves.are 
to be raised by hand it is best to. 
prepare a set of movable stanch- 
ions. These are quickly made from 
one by four-inch lumber, and where 
they are movable they can be 
changed from place to place to suit 
the convenience of the feeder. 


After the calves-are in the 


stanchions. it is an easy matter to). 


dish out a quantity of milk to each 
individual without continually be- 
ing pestered by the others. 

After they ali have their milk they 
should be provided with finely 
ground cornmeal in troughs or 
boxes, they will goon form a habit 
of taking their chop. after each 
meal and so forget about the awful 
habit of ear-sucking. 

When they have finished. their 
meal they should be turned out on 
a meadow or alfalfa field to exer- 
cise and they will soon begin to nib- 
ble grass and so get extra nourish- 
ment, 

The main object in raising calves 
is to keep them continually grow- 
ing.’ It is easier to put on a pou 
of gain when they are young than 
when they are older. 

They should neyer have a stop- 


to much except as a food consumer. 


The Woodlot. 


A good income may be obtained 
from a farm woodlot Nt is proper- 
ly handled. The main thing in to 
make it better all the time by elim- 
inating the less valuable trees and 
improving the conditions so the 
other tres may make a better 
growth, Trees like elms ought al- 
ways to be cut instead of trees like 
oak and walnut when they will 
serve the purpose equally well. 
Crooked treea make just as good 
firewood as straight trees. Grape 
vines and all similar pests injure 
the wth of the trees materially 
and it will pay big to cut them.

An economical way afl frying oni 
ons is to place sufficient cold water 
at the bottom of the pan to cover 
it, then slice the onions and out 
them into the pan with a piece of 
dripping the size of a walnut.

Yes, this ts the $150,000 bill which 


old that won the classic “Derby on 
June 4th last, only to be disqualified. 
The win. was awarded to Aboyeur, 
running second, a head behind. 
“We did not disqualify Craganour,” 
announced the stewards at the his- 
toric meet on Epsom Downs, “simply 
because of bumping in the last half 
furlong, but because we were satisfied 
that Reitf, his jockey, had unduly in- 
terfered with other horses through- 
out the greater part of the race.” 


Accordingly, the thousands who had 
bet on Craganour, by long odds the 
favorite, had to pay and look pleasant, 
a double duty of which most of them 
sueeeeded in performing only the first 
half. It was a most disappointing 
Derby altogether, and further marred 
by the throwing of Ammer, the king's 
entry, by an ardent suffragist, Miss 
Emily W. Davison, who later died 
from ‘the trampling she received. 

Most unfortunate of all, perhaps, is 
that nobody—neither the British nor 
the Argentines—will ever see Crag- 
anour race again. That was part of 
the bargain. by which the purchasing 
government bound itself. 

“If I sell Craganour,” stipulated C. 
Bower Ismay, the great three-year- 
old’s owner, “he must never race 
again.”

SAILORS’ BAGGY TROUSERS. 


No Longer Necessary for Them to 
Be Worn. . 


Sailors wear trousers that are 
yoluminously baggy around the an- 
kles solely because they are the 
most conservative of men. Such 
trousers are no longer of more ser- 
vice than ordinary trousers would 
be, but there was a time when they 
were the ideal garment for sailors’ 


use. 

They lad their origin in the du- 
ties that men on sailing vessels used 
to have to perform. These neces- 
lsitated or made advisable the roll- 
ling of the trouser above the knee, 
and it was far easier andemore com- 
fortable to roll up a baggy trouser 
leg than it would have been to roll 
up a tight one. One thing sailors 
used often to have to do was tw 
wade ashore through the water. For 
this, of course, they rolled up their 
ltrousers. Again, they used to be 
kept busy, holy-stoning decks. For 
this they had to get down on hands 
and knees. As the decks wore wet 
it was necessary to foll the trousers 
to above the knees in order to keep 
them dry.

Prefers to Lic on the Mad or Sand 
Tnatead of the Water. 


To compare a person who is un- 
adapted to his surroundings to ‘'s 
fich out of water’’ is no longer ac- 

‘leurate, for men of science have 
learned that severe! species of fish 
are quite at home out of their na- 
tive clement. The climbing perch 
and the lung-fish are examples. In 
the “Marvels of the Universe,’ Sir 
H. H. Johnston describes another 
“land fish,’’ the bommi. 

Ita ecientific name is periophthal- 
mus, Englishmen in West Africa 
epeak of it as the ““mud-skipper,”’ 
but the natives always call this 
curious fish the bommi. 

The bommi is a member of the 
goby family of marine or estuarial 
fishes, most of which are remarka- 
ble in one way or another for their 
fondness for walking or jumping 
over the ground, rather than get- 
ting through the water by the use 
of their fins. The bommi, indeed, is 
fast becoming a land animal. It 
takes to the water during the 
breeding-season, but at other times 
it prefers to lie on the mud or sand, 

_lor to climb the trunks of man- 
groves or pandanus. However, it 
always stays near the water; in 
fact, it usually prefers to lie with 
the end of its tail in the water. It 
has been said that it can oxygenate 
its blood through its very vascular 
tail-fin, which thus replaces the 

Scotia| gills. That explanation, however, 
hardly accounts for the fact that 
Ma-|the bommi often remains for long 
periods of time on the trunk of a 
tree a long way from the water. 
The traveller Pechwel-Loesche 
writes of the bommi fish that he ob- 
served on the Loango coast: “By 
bending and stretching their bodies 
and supporting themselves by the 
tail and fins they advance in a series 
oP very small hops. When they are 
basking in the mud, one of them 
will often give a sudden joyful 
jump; sometimes a whole school of 
them will be jumping and hopping 
about at play. I could never ob- 
serve just how they climbed trees, 
but suspect that they work upward 
‘| by using their fins and tail as much 
as they use them on the ground. 

‘They: aro very timid.’ At the 
first approach of danger they raise 
themselves slightly by means of 
their fins; at the next alarm they 
duck flat, and then begin to hop 
vigorously in the direction of the 
water. When in full flight, their 
jumps are often two,-three or four 
times the length of their own bod- 
ies. In crossing shallow water, 
they prefer to hop over it, instead 
of swimming through it; a large 
number of them passing over the 
water in this way makes a curious 
splashing sound.’’ 

“Like other members of the -goby 
family, the bommi has turned its 
fore fins into very serviceable arms, 
with appendages that resemble 
hands. But the hind limbs have 
simply become a sort of pedestal 
from which the fish can leap, or 
which he can use as a kind of 
sucker in climbing trees. 

The back fins can be erected, and 
on account of their spikes, act as a 
slight protection. The creature’s 
real safeguard, however, lies in its 
uneatable flesh, which even the 
shore-birds seem to dislike. 

The bommi is not in any way on 
the original line of ascent that was 
followed by the pristine types of 
fish that gradually turned into am- 
phibians, and from amphibians into 
reptiles. It represents an indepen- 
dent attempt on the part of a mod- 
ern fish to adopt a land life.

ning across, writes-Mr. R. B. Bush- 
ing. 

Have you any such on your farm’ 
that are mot yielding # profit, per-| 
haps scarcely paying taxes! 

These acres are loafing and, what) 
is worse, not only loafing, but cost- | 
ing the farmer hard-earned money | 
every time he sends a man into the | 
fields to work. Time wasted in| 
turning around obstructions is very | 
great and time is money these days. | 

With the modern machinery that) 
we want to use and to cultivate and | 
harvest our produce, a man must) 
have a clean sweep across the land 
if he is after the greatest profit. 

Only a few dollars would remove 
these worthless piles of stone and | 
those old, half-dead trees which are | 
just in the way. Then the land 
would be available for use. 

By putting in an underdrain 4 


worthless swail may be transformed | 


into a fertile field. Stones and 
trees are all right in their places, 
but the beet place for the stones is 
in making a dam at the lower end 
of some low place to help catch the 
wash, and the best place for the 
trees is in a clump by themselves or

field,

If you have such land that cannot 
be put under cultivation with pro- 
fit it should be fenced and turned 
into pasture, or if you desire to 
grow trees, and, of course, you 
should grow some, set out a useful 
variety, but be sure not to allow 
the land to loaf away your profit 
by growing absolutely worthless 
weeds and brush. 

It is a shame to have land under 
cultivation and continue to work it 
while it is so thin that it will not 
produce anything worth while. 

Farm land is just like a bank. 
You can draw checks on it if you 
have a deposit of fertility, but un- 
less there is a deposit there cam be 


It is sad to see a farmer plow, 
sow, cultivate, harvest and thresh. 
half a crop from a field when with 
the same amount of labor he could 
have prevented his fields from loaf- 
ing by supplying the amount of 
plant food needed to grow a full 
crop. 

We can look about and see those 
who are doing things right. Why 
not take a lesson from them? 

Look around this summer and see 
if there is not something that 1s 
loafing; if not, ver good, but if 
theré is, you must clean it up if you 
ever expect to have a full crop and 
make the most profit from the land. 
The successful farmer does not al- 
low his land to loaf.

Destroying Weeds. 


A good system of rotation that 
includes cultivated crops offers the 
best means of combating the oom- 
mon weeds; but its success 1s al- 
most entirely dependent upon the 
manner and -pessistency with which | 


| the soil is cultivated. To insure 


reasonable success, the disk and 
harrow should be used frequently 
while the weeds are still small, and. 
the crops while growing should be 
given frequent cultivation. Fortu- 
nately, the same tillage operations 
that are used in putting the soil in 
a condition to receive and conserve 
rainfall, to prepare the seed bed 
and to liberate plant foot, are like- 
wise useful in combating weeds. 


It Pays to Save the Manure. 


Nitrogen is worth at least eight 
cents a pound, A hoarse will pro- 
duce fifteen tons of manure and lit- 
ter a year, containing more than 
130 pounds of nitrogen. At eight | 
cents a pound, the value of that | 
manure is $10.40.- It pays to save) 
it. Experiments have shown that | 
liquid and solid manures when kept | 
together deteriorate much more ra-| 
pidly.

&. Petersburg correspondent. Bhe 
is preaching the horrors of war as 
she has seen them on Thracian bat- 
tlefiekis. Everywhere she mects 
with unexampled success. Moscow 
high school girls got so enthusias- 
tic that they formed a Universal 
Peace League, each member of 
which vowed to marry no man who 
has been a soldier or approves of 
war. The Jeanne d’Are of peace,

| Michigan, says: A new world’s milk 
record for Jetsey cows was record- 
ed by Emiment’s Bess, owned in 
Houghton County, Mich. Her year- 
ly record, under the supervision of 
the Michigan Agricultural College, 
shows a production of 15,783 lbs. of 
milk, testing 1,132 Iba. © ounces of 
butter. The former Jersey ‘record, 
held by Jacoba Irene, was 17,258 
Ibs. of milk. The new record also 
exceeds the Guernsey breed record 
held by Spotswood Daisy Pearl by 
179 Ibs. of milk.

The production of iron ore gained

In 1907 it was up to 
286,216 tons, and in 1912 to 589,583 
tons.

The only decrease in addition to 
silver was an unimportant one of

Metchnikof! Shows that Enemy of 
System Shuns Vegetables. — . 


Metchnikoff, the eminent investi- 
gator and bactericlogist, appears 
to be intent on bringing ‘back. to 
earth the widely soaring price of 
meat. In pursuing his investiga- 
tion of the pernicious little colon 
bacillus he has reached the conelu- 


ion that this busy and ungrateful se 


asite would not have such an on- 
— time in the human system 

ut for a meat diet. His recent ex- 
plorations into the realms of bacilli 
led him to the celebrated conclusion 
that the sour milk bacilli combatted 
the colon bacilli, but more lately 
he has concluded that the sour milk 
forces merely subtract from the 
nourishment of the deadly colon 
bacilli. Abstinence from meat sub- 
tracts further from the happy en- 
ag gg and osc pp oommis- 
sary of man’s princi enemy in 
the bacteriological field. 

An interesting experiment is re- 
ported by Metchnikoff in support of 
this idea. He inoculated chopped 
meat and vegetables in separate 
culture tubes and injected the cul- 
tures into # rabbit. From the vege- 
table cultures. the rabbit experi- 
enced no inconvenience. But the 
colon bacilli in the meat culture 
had multiplied to such an extent 
that the rabbit's demise followed 
quickly.
